Mesopotamia and Egypt" Dr. L. U". 
King. F. S. A., said the spirit which 
animated the Egyptians in their varied 
und changing practices toward the dead 
was based 011 affection and reverence.

prompted by fear. The Babylonians 
were probably more spook ridden than 
any other nation of antiquity, and their 
magical texts made it clear that tht 
most terrible class of spirits were the 
ghosts of the dead, who for some rea- 
son had been unable to enter the un- 
derworld.
